Yet even when 
enlivened by epigram and wisecrack, 
many of those explanations sound 
strange and foreign to the Amer- 
ican ear. 

But there is no reason for such 
complexity. Facts are simple things, 
and in campaigns as in routine re- 
ports of government, may be simply 
told. The fundamental issues which 
interest the American people need 
neither epigram nor wisecrack to 
clarify them. 

The strength, the value and the 
security of our Constitution, for ex- 
ample, can be described in the sim- 
plest terms. Reasons for discarding 
its basic principles need more in- 
volved explanation. 

The sanctity of personal liberty— 
of the right of every citizen to run 
his own farm, his own business, his 
own affairs—is another truth that 
can be simply stated. Reasons for 
curbing that freedom are harder to 
present. 

The need to eliminate extrava- 
gance in government and its conse- 
quent drain on the earnings and re- 
sources of every citizen, may be 
readily outlined and _ understood. 
Reasons for continuing such waste 
require longer, more difficult and 
more complicated phrases. 

If campaign orators will remem- 
ber these things their labors will be 
both easier and more effective. The 
American people are eager today for 
facts, not epigrams. 

They realize that the greatest 
truths are not only the simplest; 
they are also the most easily told.

Gas Tax Hits 
New ‘High 
For Year 


California gasoline tax assess- 
ments for July reached a total of 
$4,422,694,06, surpassing the total 
for any previous month except for 
that of June, 1932. John C. Cor- 
bett, Member of the State Board 
of Equalization, made this annou- 
ncement here today when assess- 


of three cents per gallon on motor 
vehicle fuel sold during the last 
calendar month. 

“While the July tax is only $71,-} 
221,83 more than the total tax for 
the corresponding month of 1935” 
said Corbet in commenting upon 
the 1.6 per cent gain, “the fact 
that there has been an increase 
is in itself significant of gratify- 
ing business conditions.” 

“A year ago the total tax for 
the month marked an increase of 
483 per cent over July of 1934 and 
was the greatest gain ever noted. 
It undoubtedly resulted from the 
marketing of gasoline in huge 
quantities following the collapse 
of controlled process under the NR 
A. This was obviously an abnor- 
mal situation which would not be 
duplicated. 

“Yet business conditions have 
improved so steadily that the gas- 
oline sold last month subject to 
the California tax exceeded the 
total in 1935 by more than 2, 398,- 
G00 gallons. Only once before in 
the history of the gasoline tax 
has so large a gallonaze been as- 
sessed in any one month. That 
gallonage for the record breaking 
was in June, 1932.”

by New Treaties 


Foreign Nations Dump 
Products Here Under Lat- 
est New Deal Policies. 


Washington, D. C.—Amevican for- 
eign trade balances are shrinking 
rapidly as a direct result of the 
New Deal Party’s reciprocal tariff 
treaties, latest figures released by 
the Department of Commerce show. 

The United States is losing daily 
with every country with which the 
New Deal treaties have been put 
into operation, the figures show. 

At the same time, United States 
imports jumped upward, from $1,- 
644,055,000 in 1934, before the trea- 
ties went into effect, to $2,047,287,- 
000 in 1935 after the agreements 
were in operation. 

Only Germany Barred. 

Germany is the only country in 
the entire world that does not reap 
the benefits of the tariff reductions 
in the New Deal treaties, because 
Secretary of State Cordell Hull 
ruled Germany out of the recipro- 
cal tariff system. 

All in all, for the first six months 
of 1936, foreign trade books of the 
United States were in the red 
$9,011,000 as compared with a black 
ink” showing of $29,645,000 for the 
corresponding period in 1935. Mean- 
while, the American trade position 
with Germany improved more than 
400 percent. 

The report reveals that with 14 
of the 51 nations of the worl, Amer- 
ican exports actually declined in 
the first six months of 1936, caus- 
ing Americans to lose millions of 
dollars. 

Cuba Shows Gains. 


The negative balance of trade 
with Cuba, which is always present 
because of heavy United States sug- 
ar purchases, jumped from $31,628,- 
000 to $51,935,000 under the recipro- 
cal treaties. 

The favorable balance of trade 
with Brazil dropped from $26,111,- 
600 to $24,712,000. The favorable 
balance with Canada dropped from 
$28,038,000 to 4324, 662,000. 

With Sweden, in 1935, the United 
States had a favorable trade bal- 
ance of $851,000, the report shows, 
but in 1936, after the New Deal’s 


tampering, the United States had a 
negative balance with Sweden of 
$1,337,000. 


Famous Historian 
Hits New Dealers 
on Broken Pledges 


New York, N. Y. — America’s 
most famous historian, James Trus- 
low Adams, in his latest volume on 
current history, discloses that from 
the nonpartisan viewpoint of the 
historian the New Deal adminisira- 
tion has broken more pledges to the 
people than any other administra- 
tion. 

“I cannot recall any other presi- 
dent and party which has gone so 


far in the solemnity of - their 
pledges,’”? Mr. Adams writes in his 
new book. ‘‘Nor do I recall any 


other such repudiation of them. 
“That repudiation has not been 


the result of overwhelming circum- } 


stance, but has largely 
from the endeavor to make 
the whole pattern of our social and 
economic life to meet the personal 
approbation of a president. 

“The question at once arises, how 
can self-government continue if a 
people cannot put trust in the most 
solemn pledges of the party and 
candidates for whom the majority 
vote? 

“If we cannot do so, then the 
system of party government must 
crumble and we have nothing to 
take its place, except dictatorship 
or revolutionary chaos.” 

The book, ‘‘The Living Jefferson,” 
is published by Scribners. Mr. Ad- 
ams is the author, among others, of 
“Founding ef New England,” a 
Pulitzer prize winner, and ‘‘The 
Epic of America.”

Following the information that 
the local branch of the American 
Trust Company bank was to be re- 
moved to Redwood City within the 
next sixty days, a petition asking 
the Bank of America to establish a 
bank in this city was sponsored and 
put into circulation by the Menlo 
Park Chamber of Commerce. 

It is reported that practically all 
of the business men and merchants 
of the city have already signed this 
petition, and that to date every one 
approached has gladly signed up. 
At this time the petition contains 
practically two hundred names and 
many more are only waiting for a 
chance to put their names on it. 

It is reported that the officials 
of the Bank of America will most 
likely look with favor on the appli- 
cation for the establishment of a 
branch in this city. 

Local business people, it is point- 
ed out, cannot go to Palo Alto or 
Redwood City every day to bank 
their money, thus laying the city 
open to the visits of bandits, who, 
knowing money cannot be deposited 
in banks every day, will no doubt 
make their presence felt in not 
small degree. 

Another angle pointed out is the 
fact that it is at time almost im- 
possible to estimate the amount of 
change required to carry a business 
firm through the day and that a 
bank is necessary from this angle. 

Another point brought out is the 
removal of the safe deposit boxes 
from this city. There are a large 
number of these in the local bank 
vault and the people of this vicinity 
find it necessary to get access to 
them, at times, at a moments no- 
tice. It the bank and these boxes 
are in Palo Alto or Redwood City, 
it has been pointed out, there wiil 
be a great inconvenience placed on 
the local residents. 

The Menlo Park Chamber of 
Commerce has, as usual, seen the 
need of a bank, the absolute ne- 
cesitye of having one and has gone 
to the bat with a petition to one 
of the state’s largest banking insti- 
tutions asking them to etsablish a 
branch here. The Chamber of 
Commerce request everyone to put 
his or her signature on the petition 
when it is presented, in order to get 
enough weight behind it to bring 
a bank home.

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Tax Levy in Kansas 
Again Hits New Low 


TOPEKA, KAS.—Kansas’ lowest 
tax levy and the lowest total tax 
charges against property in the 
state for ten years has been fixed by 
the state tax commission here. The 
new levy will raise $3,276,425.88 in 
taxes, compared to $3,657,312.85 in 
1935. 

How the state’s taxes and tax rate 
have declined during the admin- 
istration of Gov. Alf M. Landon, 
famed for balancing the Kansas 
budget while other states as well 
as the federal government were go- 
ing far into the red, is shown in the 
following table: 


Year’ Rate in Yield

1933... .1.88 $4,847, 960.68 

1934....1.30 3,330,501.77 

1935... .1.44 3,657,312.85 

1936....1.29 3,276, 425.88 


The tax commission reported that 
it ‘thas made ample provision for 
a possible rise in commodity prices, 
thus safeguarding against a deficit 
because of increased maintenance 
costs in the state institutions.’’ 

The statement also said: ‘‘The 
commission has given every con- 
sideration possible to every item of 
expenditures and receipts, to the 
end that the state’s business may 
continue on the same business-like 
plane used by successful private 
and corporate businesses.”

Has Varied Entertainment/|STRICKEN WHILE 


Kakeport, August 27—The “Old 
West” will live again for a brief 
period, when the Fifth Annual 
Lake County Rodeo will be held 
here as a part of the gala three- 
fold Ninth Annual Aabor Day 
celebration, September 5. 6 and 7, 
sponsored by the Lake County 
Water Sports and Rodeo Associ- 
ation. Big cowboy hats and range 
regalia being worn: by local busi- 
ness men has given the town a 
frontier atmosphere, which is add- 
ed to by the “whiskerino” contest 
now being staged by members oi 
the Lions and Rotary clubs. 

A fine string of bucking horses 
has been engaged for the show, 
and will give aspiring, bronc top- 
pers a ride for their money, wild 
Brahma steers will be used in the 
steer hiding contests, assuring 
thrills for the crowd and spills for 
the riders. No less spectacular 
will be the races and other specialty 
events which make up the rodeo 
program, which will be presented 
Saturday and Sunday. ,Both per- 
formances will be preceded by pa- 
rades. 

Sunday morning, as a prelimin- 
ary to the rodeo events, and to 
give an added thrill, an outboard 
regatto will be staged on Clear 
Lake, “crown jewel of the Red- 
wood Empire,’ in full view of the 
Lakeport shore. A number of fast 
boats have been entered in the 
various events, and a program of 
spectacular races is expected.
